General Huerta Orders His Gunboats 


to Blockade Tampico and Seize Car­ 


go of Ammunition En Route There 


for 
Rebels 
Aboard

Washington. June 8.— Another crisis 
in 
the Mexican difficulty faces the 
Washington government, a situation 
fraught with perils for mediation and 
with possibilities that might precipi­ 
tate actual warfare between the U n it­ 
ed States and Mexico. 
General Huerta has brought about 
the new crisis by ordering his gun­ 
boats to blockade the port of Tampico 
and to sieze a cargo of ammunition en 
route there for the Mexican Consti­ 
tutionalists aboard the steamer A n­ 
tilla from New York, flying the Cuban 
flag. 
Huerta has notified the powers of 
the intent to blockade the port and 
that he proposes to seize the cargo 
consigned to the belligerents against 
his sovereignty as contraband of war. 
The purpose of the United States 
to suppress the attempt to blockade 
and prevent interference with the A n­ 
tilla 
was Indicated 
when 
Secretary 
Daniels Issue*! an official statement 
announcing that, while no new orders 
had been given Rear Adm iral Badger, 
there had been no change in the pol­ 
icy of the government In reference to 
Its desire that the port of Tampico 
shall be open to all commerce. 
The 
statement follows: 


No New Orders Issued. 


"T he navy department has issued no 
new orders to Admiral Badger since 
tho Mexican gunboats were reported 
to be leaving Puerto Mexico. 
The 
department has at no time contem­ 
plated furnishing a convoy to the An­ 
tilla or any other ship, nor hav«? any 
orders to that effect been issued. 
"N o * word whatever has been re­ 
ceived as to whether or not the war­ 
ships of other nations have been noti­ 
fied of the blockade at Tampico or 
what their attitude would be toward 
such a blockade. 
There has been no 
change In the policy of the govern- 
^ tn en t in reference to its desire that 
the port of Tampico shall be open 
to all commerce.” 
As to whether "a ll commerce" in 
this instance includes contraband of 
war no official of the government will 
discuss. 
So far as is known the only 
orders relating to Tampico that have 
been issued went to Admiral Badger 
on May 18 in the. form of a message 
informing him that, while it was not 
believed that Huerta gunboats would 
return to Tampico, it was deemed ad­ 
visable that the commanders of Am er­ 
ican naval vessels understand that the 
government desired that there be no 
Interference with commerce at that 
port. 
That an attempt to carry out the 
Huerta blockade decree w ill be made 
was Indicated by Rear Adm iral Bad­ 
ger In a report to the navy depart­ 
ment, announcing that the Mexican 
gunboats Zaragosa and Bravo, which 
left Puerto Mexico, had passed Vera 
Cruz and were steaming toward Tam ­ 
pico. 


American Ships Following. 


The American cruiser Tacoma and 
gunboat Sacramento are following the 
Huerta ships. 
W hat the American 
warships w ill do when the commander 
of Huerta’s ships attempt to seize the 
Antilla, when she arrives at Tampico 
Wednesday, no official in Washington 
would say. 
W hen 
Adm iral 
Badger’s 
report 
reached Washington 
it 
immediately 
was communicated to President W il­ 
son, Secretary of the N avy Daniels 
and Secretary of State Bryan. 
Sec­ 
retary Daniels would make no state­ 
ment. Neither would Secretary Bryan, 
nor was there official information ob­ 
tainable from the W hite House. 
Three possibilities were discussed 
in official quarters as likely to arise in 
view- of the problem that Huerta’s de­ 
cisive action has presented. 
Should 
the Am erican government direct that 
the order to Admiral Badger be con­ 
strued as to include delivery of con­ 
traband 
of war 
Adm iral 
Mayo 
at 
Tampico would be compelled to open 
fire on H uerta’s gunboats if neces­ 
sary to prevent interference with the 
Antilla. 
If this were considered an overt 
act of w’ar and 
a violation 
of the 
agreement to cease hostilities it prob­ 
ably 
autom atically 
would 
end 
the 
peace conference at Niagara Palls. 
In the opinion of many who are in 
close touch with the Washington ad­ 
ministration this would mean the be­ 
ginning of actual hostilities against 
the Huerta government and signal the 
advance of an American army from 
Vera Cruz tow’ard Mexico City.

A pebble falling through the 
w aters on the steel bull sets the inside 
clanging like a Chinese tem ple full of 
jangling gongs.

Through the ronr from the vibrations 
of the steel shell come the insistent 
crackling hum of electric motors, tile 
rattling tire of gasoline engines, the 
whir of m achinery and the barking 
cough of exhausts.

concentrated noise sinking through tile 
sea. 
You fear that it will blow up 
from its own vibrations. 
W hen you have in a m easure con­ 
trolled your protesting ears you look 
around and see a w onderful array of 
engines, m achinery, deadly torpedoes 
lashed together In pains and the steel 
tubes from which they are projected 
with compressed air all stowed away 
in the least {Risible space.
